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A COMMUNITY’S COLLAPSE. 


John Duss, the Economite President, Ac- 
cused of Following False Messiahs. 
PitTsBurRG, Pa., Feb. 10.— The long looked - 
for legal battle is on in the Harmony Society. 
A bill in equity was filed in Beaver to-day in 
behalf of Benjamin Feucht and others 
against President John Duss and members 


of the society, praying for the appoint- 
ment of a received to wind up the 


affairs of the community; second, for an in 
junction restraining rustees Duss and 
Sieber from encumbering, selling or assign- 
ing the property and assets of the society; 
third, that said trustees be ordered 
to account in full for the assets 
since their management; fourth, that Duss 
and Sieber be ordered to pay over to the re- 
ceiver the amount of loss sustained under 
their management; fifth, that an order be 
made for the dissolution of the Harmony So- 
clety and a division of the assets. 

Feucht and all the other petitioners are 
members of the society. In the tition 
gross mismanagement on the part of the 
trustees is alleged. It sets forth that re- 
cently the society had property 
valued at $4,000,000, but that a great 
deal of this has been lost and the petitioners 
now believe that the society is insolvent. 
That within six years Duss has sold $2,000, - 
000 worth of valuable stocks, ostensibly 
for the payment of § debdts, which 
debts were contracted through 
fraud, negligence and mismanagement of 
Duss. It is alleged tnatthe principles of the 
society have become obsolete. That Duss 
and sieber are living in luxury with their 
wives, whereas the main principle 
of the organization is celibacy ; 
that the other members of the society are 
compelled to eke out precarious existences; 
also that the board of elders are confirme 
drunkards instead of spiritual leada- 
ers. Duss, (tit is alleged, has sought 
to cast discredit upon the _ teach. 
ings of the founder of said society, has de- 
clared that itis a question Whether the his- 
torical Christ or the Christ of the Christians 
was the true Christ, and has preached 
the doctrines of one Cyrus Teed, 
a pretending divine deing, living 
in Chicago, in the State of Illinois, and has 
courted sympathy with Michael K. Mills, 
commonly known as ‘‘Prince Michael,’’ of 
Detroit, another pretender of divine at- 
tributes who is nowserving a term of im- 
prisonment for the commission of a crime. 

The bill then goes on to say that the finan- 
cial affairs of said society have been grossly 
mismanaged, and are now being grossly mis- 
managed by the said Duss and Sieber, 
and your orators are informed and 
Delieve, and expect to be able to 
prove that large sums of money received 
for the sales of lands belonging to said so- 
ciety in Beaver Falls, in said county, large 
amounts of money received from in- 
vestments in oll territory, railroad 
stocks and from other sources, have 
been lost.

and that he has hitherto refused and 
does still refuse to render to the said elders 
or tothe members of said society any state- 
ment of account whatever of his manage- 
ment of said affairs, and your orators are 
ignorant of the true state of the accounts of 
said society, and have no maeans of ascer- 
taining the same. 

The filing of the bill this morning at Beaver 
is the first step in what may be expected to 
be a deeply interesting and hotly contested 
battle in the Beaver courts. The appli- 
cation for a preliminary injanction will 
be first argued and before. an injunc- 
tion is granted the plaintiffs will have 
to give bond in a very large amount. 
The entering of the suit will sur- 
prise Economy as much as anyone, for 
most of the members thought the trouble 
had blown over and took no stock in the talk 
of Mr. Ward, who is not a member of the 
society, and therefore could not be a party to 
any such sult as this.

NO MOVE MADE 


Advices From Hawaii. 


The Mails Are Conveying Complete Dis- 
patches From Minister Stevens. 


UNTIL THESE COME NOTHING WILL BE 
DONE BY THE PRESIDENT. 


Liliuokalani’s Envoys Set Forth the 
Claims of the Dethroned Queen—She 
Loves the United States, but Wants 
Compensation for the Surrender of 
Her FPrerogatives—Former Attempts 
to Annex the Sandwich Islands. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 10.—There were 
no developments in the Hawalian situation 
atthis endofthe line to-day. No further 
information was received by either the 
Department of State or the Navy 
Department or the Hawallan Com- 
missioners from San Francisco, and 
none is expected until the arrival of the 
malis brought by the Australia from Hono- 
lulu. It is regarded as probable, however, 
that along the line from San Fran- 
cisco to Washington Mr. Cook, one 
of the advisory counsel of the 
provisional government or Mr. Neuman 
who comes to represent the lateiy deposed 
queen, may have something tosay that will 
throw additional light upon the situation of 
affairs in the islands. Mr. Thurston had an 
interview this morning with Secretgry of 
State Foster, and in the course of the after- 
noon the entire body of commissioners will 
meet the Secretary in conference at the State 
Department. 

With regard to the story published this 
morning to the effect that Liliuokalani is 
willing toabdicate and withdraw all claims 
upon the payment of indemnity by the 
United States, it may be said that 
while this Government in the event 
of its assuming charge of the islands, 
will doubtless provide for her and the youn 
princess by annuitf or otherwise, there will 
be no provision made for indemnifying her 
for any ofthe crown property of which she 
may be dispossessed by annexation. 

The Queen has an allowance from the 
Hawalian Parliament of $50,000 a year, be- 
side which she has derived an income of at 
least as much more from the crown estates. 
Whatever provision is made for her compen. 
sation for the loss of her station and revenues 
it will doubtless be on a much more modest 
basis. 

The only news Officially received from Min- 
ister Stevens is the following, wired from 
San Francisco on the arrival of the steamer 
Australia, yesterday: 

HONOLULU, Feb. 1. VIA SAN FRANCISCO, Cal. , 
Feb. 9, 1893.—To Secretary of State: Provision- 
al Government of Hawaii gaining power 
and respect. Everything is quiet, annexation 
sentiment is increasing. Dead monarehy and op- 
position to annexation is supported chiefly by the 
lottery and opium ring. To-day, at 9a. m., in 
accordance with the request of the Provisional 
Government of Hawaii, 1 have placed the 
Government of Hawali under United States 
protection during negotiations, not interfer- 
ing with the execution of public affairs. Dispatches 
by mail with full details. Bio ™ STEVENS. 

Speaking of the dispatch and develop- 
ments Secretary Foster said the action of 
Mr. Stevens declaring Hawall under the pro- 
tection of the United States was taken with- 
out instructions from the Department 
of State. In fact the movement had not been 
expected, and had not been anticipated. 
Mr. Stevens had, therefore, been compelled 
to act independently and upon his best judg- 
ment as the emergencies had arisen. 


THE QUEEN’S CASE. 
LILIOUKALANI’S ENVOY BEARS DISPATCHES 
FROM THE DEPOSED MONARCH. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Feb. 10.—Queen Liliou- 
kalani does not mean to lose her throne with- 
out an effort to get some compensation tor 
the sacrifice of royal prerogatives. As stated 
in yesterday’s dispatches, the steamer 
Australia brought to this country two repre- 
sentatives of the Queen, Paul Neuman and 
Prince Kawanannkoa. They bear dispatches 
to President Harrison, the precise contents 
of which, of course, they will not now dis- 
close. When asked what was the feeling of 
the Queen and native Hawalians on the act 
of Minister Stevens in taking temporary pos- 
session of the islands in the name of tile 
United States, Mr. Neuman said: 

The Queen and her royal subjects have 
no objections ifthe United States chooses to 
actin sucha manner, said Mr. Neuman, 
witha significant shrug of his shoulders. 
Speaking for myself, he continued, I 
can see no necessity for such action. The 
Queen and natives were content to await the 
decision of the United states Government 
and there was no disposition on their part to 
make trouble. The financial interests of the 
island are in good condition. The merchants 
are fairly prosperous and although the 
operation ofthe McKinley act has entailed 
some hardships upon us they could have 
been overcome in the course of time. Ihave 
wired notice of our arrival here to the State 
Department at Washington and ask the 
Government to wait until we get there be- 
fore taking any action toward annexation. 
We shall start East to-night and will go di- 
rect to Washington.’’ 

Editor Bush of Honolulu, also came in on 
the Australia. Heclaims thatthe action of 
Minister Stevens and Capt. Wiltse was en- 
tirely unwarranted. The soldiers were not 
needed and the natives bitterly resented it. 
The trouble is that the natives wanted to 
govern their own country, and were opposed 
by a lot of foreigners who Were afraid that 
their interests would be imperiled. There 
was no such danger, for the native Hawalians 
are Clyilized people and respect the rights of 
others. The action of Minister Stevens in 
raising the United States flag and declaring a 
protectorate was a high-handed outrage, and 
is so regarded by the Ha wallan people. They 
are perfectly willing tohold close relations 
with the United States, but want to havea 
voice as to what those relations shall be and 
how they shall be brought about. 

E. C. MacFarlane, ex-Cabinet Minister of 
Hawali, who arrived with Editor Bush, says 
in an interview: Unquestionably the peo- 
ple of Hawali would prefer annexation to 
this provisional government. ‘That is the 
overwhelming sentiment there. I am in 
hopes, however, that the question will be ad - 
justed speedily and amicably, as we want a 
stable government as soon as possible. At 
first a majority of the people thought annex- 
ation was the most desirable way to settle 
the revolution, but should annexation do 
away, or even practically do away with con- 
tract labor the result would be practically

HOW HAWAII ALMOST SECURED ANNEXATION TO 
THE UNITED STATES. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 10.—The Senate 
has removed the ban of -secrecy covering the 
correspondence between the United states 
and the British and French Governments 
from 1842 to 1844 respecting the Seizure of the 
Hawalian Islands by Lord Paulet for the 
British Government. The Correspondence 
ends with the declaration bythe British and 
French Governments of the independence of 
Hawali and their guarantee never to seek 
possession of the islands. 

The Senate has in its possession copies 
of the annexation treaty fRegotiation be- 
tween the representatives of the United 
States and King Kameh@meha III. in 
1854, together with the Correspondence 
in relation thereto. The correspond- 
ence includes a letter Of instructions 
from Secretary of State W.L. Marcy to David 
L. Gregg, United States Minigter to Hawall; 
Minister Gregg’s report to the State Depart- 
ment narrating the circumstances of the 
negotiations of the treaty aud the condition 
ofaffairsin the islands at ‘that time; the 
Minister’s report of the death; of King Kam- 
ehameha and the accession his successor 
to the throne; the subseque decline of an- 
nexation sentiment under new King, 
and, finally, Secretary Marc letter to the 
Minister expressing his a proval of the 
terms of the treaty as negoti . 

The articles ofthe treaty provide for the 
cession ‘to the United States all territory, 
public buildings, properties And revenue of 
the islands and the incorporation of the 
islands into the Union as a §tate as soon as 
was consistent, on perfect. equality with 
other States. The King of fheisiands and 
all his subjects were t® continue in 
the enjoyment of all the existing per- 
sonal and private rights and to for- 
ever enjoy all the rights of citizenship 
in the United States on tefms of perfect 
equality in all respects with Other American 
citizens; all contracts incumibent upon the 
King’s Government were tobe executed by 
the United States, the publfe lands to be 
treated as part of the publie domain of the 
United States, and the laws Of the kingdom, 
so far as they were compatible with repub- 
lican institutions, were to be temporarily re- 
tained. 2 

In consideration of the cession made, and 
as compensation to all persons who might 
suffer loss thereby, the United States was to 
pay the sum of $800,000 annually to the mem- 
bers of the royal family, the chiefs and other 
persons whom the King might wish to com- 
pensate or reward; the United States was 
further to pay the sum of $75,000a year fora 
term of ten yeais forthe support of a college 
or university and of common schools. 

Kamehameha III. died on Dec. 15. Two 
weeks later the Minister communicated to 
Secretary Marcy the fact thatthe new King, 
Kamehameha IV., was inclined to preserve 
the independence ofthe Hawaiian Islands, 
and he therefore expected a notification to 
the effect that negotiations for annexation 
to the United States were no ger to be en- 
tertained. So the negotiations came to an 
end. 


WAS FOERSTEL’S PROPERTY. 


Harry I. Klepper Has Given the Deeds 
Sued For—His Statement. 


Mr. Rufus J. Delano, the attorney for 
Gus V. R. Mechin, administratgr of the estate 
of Edward ©. YFoerstél, “seén this 
morning in reference to the suit 
filed yesterday against Harry I. Klepper to 
compel him to execute deeds to certain 
pieces of property which now stand 


in Klepper’s name, but which were 
ey most > by Foerstel. Mr. Delano said that 

e discovered that Ed Foerstel had paid’$4,500 
for a one-fourth interest in the property at 
Sixteenthand Chestnut streets, $2,500 fora 
third interest in that at Fourteenth and Mar- 
ket streets, and $2,000 fora third interest in 
that at Fifteenth and Market streets, all of 
which were placedin Klepper’s name, be- 
cause Eddie Eoerstel did not want it general- 
ly known that he was speculating in real es- 
tate. 

When Mr. Mechin took charge of Eddle’s 
estate Mr. Delano sent for Klepper, he says, 
and told him that he must makea declara- 
tion of trust in favor of Foerstel’s 
administrator. This Klepper refused to do, 
denying, at first, Delano alleged, that Ed 
Foerstel had any interest in the 
property. Then, Delano says, he 
told Klepper that unless he 
did as he was requested, he would prosecute 
him under the statutes for failing to turn in 
assets to an administrator. 

Mr. Klepper then became more tractable, 
so Mr. Delano says, and admitted that Ed’s 
estate was interested and divulged the par- 
ticulars of the several transactions. 

Mr. Delano prepared a deed for Mr. Klepper 
to sign, which when presented to him he 
refused, hence the suit was brought, 

There is a similar case to this, said Mr. 
Delano, ‘‘in which Ed bought a piece 

property, paid $5,000 for it and 
then had the deed to it made 
inthename of one Corrigan and his wife, 
taking from them a deed of trust, which was 
duly recorded, 

The real estate men interested in this prop- 
erty now threatento sell it under a deed of 
trust, on Feb. 14 next, and as under the 
statutes, when a man dies property which he 
owned cannot be sold under a deed of trust 
for nine months after his death, I think 
I will haveto institute injunction proceed- 
ings to restrain the sale if the parties insist 
on its 1 

Harry J. Rlepper stated this afternoon 
that he was and had all along been perfectly 
willing to turn the property over to 
Foerstel’s estate, and would make no fight 
Over the matter. He had been advised by his 
attorney not to give a declaration 
of trust as that might complicate matters if 
he should desire to dispose of his in- 
terests. To-day his attorney had 
advised him differently, and he 
would make the declaration. He said he 
didn’t know why Mr. Delano had seen fit to 
bring suit, as he had never disputed the 
Foerstel claim, and Delano he said now had 
the deeds. 

When informed of this Mr. Delano said that 
Klepper had simply come around’’ since 
he saw that there was no other way out of it. 
He did refuse to give over the property.

Uler & Co., hardware ana groceries; the 
Post-office; Henry Garrison, jewelry; Cum- 
ming’s bakery; Dowdy & Son, dry goods; O.

The fire had spread tothe block east, also 
to the one south and Sisler’s drug store and 
Deming’s lumber yard in the block east. 
Miller Bros.’ general merchandise store is 
burning, with good prospects for both blocks 
being totally destroyed. 

The loss cannot be estimated yet. 
The fire is thought to be of incen- 
diary origin, an outcome of the old 
Miller and Cooper feud, this being the second 
large fire within the last ten months sup- 
posed to have come from the same source. . 

The telegraph office is now in the direct 
path of the fire, and if not checked at once, 
communication dy wire will be interrupted, 
and it will be impossible to get any more dis- 
patches off to the press from this point. 
The fla mes were first discovered. at 2 0’clock 
this morning, but before the alarm was 
given they had made great headway, and 
the crude methods at hand for subduing 
them were powerless to stop their spread. 
Aid has been asked from Charleston, thirty 
miles distant. 


Dexter is in Stoddard County, on the Iron 
Mountain, forty-nine miles southwest of 
Cairo, III. The town has three churches and 
a newspaper Office, the EFXntervrise- Herald, 
two large flouring mills, which have been in 
operation, anda plow factory are the chief 
manufacturing interests. 


FORTY-FOUR CREMATED. 


INMATES OF A NEW HAMPSHIRE 
ASYLUM BURNED TO DEATH. 


DoveR, N. H., Feb. 10.—A most shocking 
catastrophe occurred in this vicinity last 
night when the Insane Asylum of the Straf- 
ford County Work-house, about four miles 
out of the city, was entirely destroyed by 
fire, and forty-four of the inmates were 
burned todeath. The building was a two- 
story wooden affair, 180x385 feet in dimen- 
sions, and burned so furiously that only four 
ofthe inmates, Rose Sanborn, James Daily, 
Frank Dauchame and William Twombly, sur- 
vive. 

In making his rounds, shortly after 10 
o’clock, Watchman Chesley discovered the 
fire. Heat once gave thealarm and William 
P. Driscoll, the Keeper, and attendants 
rushed through the inmates’ quarters, which 
are mainly onthe second floor, burst the 
locks to the cells and tried to apprise the in- 
mates of their serious danger. The fire had 
gained rapid headway and the majority of 
the inmates were so bewildered and confused 
thatthey retarded the escape of the others, 
and thescene wasone beyond description 
and heartrending to witness, 

Keeper Driscoll used every possible effort 
to liberate the inmates and remained in the 
building until he was obliged to jump from a 
second-story window in order to save him- 
self. A messenger was at once dispatched to 
the city for assistance and a portion of the 
Fire Department was sent tothe scene, but 
before assistance arrived the building was 
reduced toashes and nothing remained but 
the smoldering ruins.

Those 
who arrived on the scene early will never 
forget the horrible scenes witnessed. The fire 
brightly illuminated the country for miles 
around and the poor unfortunates could be 
plainly seen as — writhed and tossed 
about in the blasing furnace.

Ex-President of Little Rock Wrecked | , 
Bank Taken Into Custody. 


CHARGED WITH MAKING FALSE RE. 
PORTS TO THE COMPTROLLER. 


The Disgraced Banker Broke Down When 
Served With the Warrant— His Bail 
Fixed at $10,000, Which Has Not Yet 
Been Given-The Charges in Detail— 
Something of Mr. Allis’ Business 
Record. 


LITTLE Rock, Ark., Feb, 10.—Horace G. 
Allis, ex-President of the First National 
Bank, was arrested this morning on a war- 
rant sworn out by G. W. Galbreath, 
Bank Examiner, who has been 
here several days, by direction 
of the Comptroller of the Currency. The war- 
rant was served by Deputy United States 
Marshal H. N. Faulkinburry about 11 o’clock. 
At the time of his arrest Mr. Allis was stand- 
ing at the corner of Lonisiana and Markham 
streets. When the Deputy read the warrant 
to him Mr. Allis completely broke down. 
His reply to Capt. Faulkinburry was: Iam 
ready to go with you. I have no fear of the 
consequences. You will see that I will come 
out all right in the end. 

The warrant was issued by J. T. O' Hair, 
United States Commissioner, and charges 
the defendant with making false entries to 
the Comptroller of the Currency as to the 
condition of the First National Bank of Little 
Rock on the 9th of December, 1892, knowing 
said entries to be false with intent to de- 
ceive any agent who might thereafter be 
appointed by the Comptroller of the Cur- 
rency to examine the affairs of said associa- 
tion. The following is the affidavit made by 
the bank examiner, T. W. Galbreath:

Mr. Allis 
who is said to owe the bank $700,000, retired 
from its presidency at its last annual meet- 
ing, it being given out as a reason at the 
time that he intended to devote all his time 
to the management of the electric 
street railroad of which he was the 
owner. Nick Kupferle was elected in his 
place, but Mr. Kupferle resigned on the 28rd 
of last month. Rumors that the bank was in 

straits were circulated at that time and a 
run on it took place, brought on dy the de- 
mand of the Third National Bank of St. Louls 
for the payment of a loan. The bank’s 
suspension was temporarily averted d 
the Little Rock Bankers’ Association, whic 
came to Its assistance. with $200,000. Applica- 
tion for further aid was made to the National 
Bank of Commerce of St. Louis, which insti- 
tution supplied them with $50,000. It only 
delayed the failure, however. 


Allis is a native of Little Rock. His first 

rominence was gained asthe head of the 

ort Smith Ratlroad. Giving up that em- 

loyment he came to St. vis and 
became Comptroller of the St. Louis 
Southwestern Railroad Co., now known 
as the Cotton Belt Route. 
He was intimately associated 
with Col. Samuel W. Fordyce, President of 
the road and enjoyed his entire con- 
fidence. He resigned, went back to Little 
Rock and returning became cashier of the 
Merchants’ National Bank of this 
city. He held that position only a 
short time and going back to Little Rock 
secured a controlling interest in the First 
wetions) Bank and became its President. He 
enga in many speculative enterprises 
and oe TR ol that he would soon become a 
millionaire. He bought real estate right and 
left, and felt so sure of his financial standing 
that he contracted obligatiors he was unabie 
tomeet. Then followed his downfall. 

At one time he was the owner of the Little 
Rock Gazetie, but that has aiso passed from 
his control. That he should have wrecked a 
bank of the financiul resources of the First 
National in three years is considered a re- 
markable display of poor financial ability.

The Noted Kentucky Deperado Sen- 
tenced to Death This Morning. 


HE NEVER BLANCHED WHEN JUDGE 
BLAND PRONOUNCED HIS DOOM, 


Attorneys for the Condemned Man Will 
Carry the Case to the Supreme Court— 
His Career of Crime—A Murderer Con- 
fesses on the Gallows, But Says He 
Made a Mistake. 


LEBANON, Mo., Feb. 16.—Judge Bland over- 
ruled the motion for a new trial in the cel- 
ebrated Wils Howard case this morning and 
sentenced Howard to be hanged April 7. The 
attornens for Howard will take the case to 
the Supreme Court on a bill of exceptions, 
Howard arrived here this morning from St. 
Louls, where he has been in jail. 
He was tried here by Judge Bland and found

He kined a deaf mute, Thomas McMichaels, 
in Marais County three years ago,thus closing 
with the murder of an inoffensive man a 
career of crime that has no ual outside the 
history of the family feuds of Kentucky and 
West Virginia. Wils is a Kentuckian and 
wasa potent factor in the noted Wilson- 
Turner-Howard vendetta of the former 
State. It was while he and his uncle, Jen- 
hings, were in eile in Missouri to escape the 
officers of the law in Kentucky that the 
crime for which he was sentenced to-day was 
committed. 
When Judge Bland pronounced sentence 
this morning, the clear blue eyes of the 
desperado never blinked, but took on a 
colder, stonier glance, as if in defiance of 
the court and its mandate. He will be taken

SAXTO DOMINGO Orrr. Feb, 10.—An ex- 

traordinary condition of affairs has been de- 
veloped here which may be compared to the 
English operations in Egypt. Citizens of the 
United States have acquired rights in San 
Dommgo which place them in virtual control 
dot the nation. The customs receipts have 
' been placed in the hands of the American 
Santo Domingo Improvement Oo., which 
nas been organised in New Tork, 
and the company das the right 
to appoint every customs official in the coun- 
try. Itis the master of the Dominican peo- 
ple, These Americans have secured from 
Westerndorp & Co. of Amsterdam, bankers, 
who originally undertook the work, the 
right to complete and operate the railroad 
from the interior to Puerto Plata, fifty miles 
ormore. It is an immensely valuable con- 
cession, and awakens much interest in this 
city among the few people who are intelll- 
gent enough to appreciate its scope and 
bearings. 

Westerndorp & Co. floated a large amount 
ofthe bonds of Santo Domingo. Six million 
dollars was the first issue and, according to 
the contract, $2,000,000 additional could be 
emitted by the Amsterdam financiers. They 
floated the bonds at 80 per cent of ther face 
Value, with an interest rate of 6 per cent, 
The purpose of the bonds was 
internal improvements. Santo Domingo 
languishes because she has not 
modern methods of transportation from the 
interior to the seaboard. A railway between 
Puerto Plata and Santiago de Los Caballeras, 
an inland city, has long deen the subject of 
discussion. The bonds were issued to com- 
plete and equip the railway. Only about 
eleven miles of road are finished andin ad- 
dition to the first $6,000,000 of bonds the coun- 
try has become responsible for about $1,800,- 

000 additional. 
The export and import Cuties amount to 
about $1,200,000 per annum. Work on the 
railway ceased, and as there was no credit to 
tained, Santo Domingo was left in the 
congition of a man who wishes to borrow 
without available collateral. The Dutchmen 
became weary of waiting, and last wintera 
representative of the Westerndorps crossed 
to New York to ascertain if the San Domingo 
claims could not be transferred to citizens of 
the great Republic. A company was 
‘formed to receive the Westerndorp acquire- 
ments. The bonds held by Westerndorp & Co. 
that were not floated have been sent to New 
York and are now in the vault of a trust com - 
Mr. Wells of Brown & 
Wells, who conducted the transaction, came 
to Santo Domingo City in December. He 
held consultations and the result of the ne- 
gotiations was that the Dutch concession has 
Deen transferred tothe New Yorkers. 

There are jealous Dominicans who think 
they see mischief ahead from acquirement of 
large financial interests in their country by 
North Americans. Gen. Luperonis endeav- 
Oring to trade on this prejudice to excite a 

revolution. It will be futile. The present 
head of the Government is a good man for 
the place. A strictly constitutional ruler 
could not maintain his place. The mixed 
population is inoffensive generally, but 
through ignorance, is open to the influence 
of unscrupulous tricksters. The rural in- 
habitants are peaceable and wish stable gov- 
ernment, and the business communities are 
strenuous for order and freedom from evil 
intentions.

MEXICAN TAXES. 

OITy oF Mexico, Feb. 10.—George F. 
Duysters of Paris is in Mexico in the capacity 
of counsel for New York insurance com- 
panies. He is endeavoring to inauce the 
Government to abolish the new tax on in- 
surance business and says that in the event 
of his failure to accomplish this object the 
companies will retire from this republic. The 
Sun, a Canada company, and the Equitable 
have already withdrawn.

The new 
law increases the tax on new premiums to 3 
per cent and on old to 14 per cent, with an 
additional % of 1 per cent on the face value 
of the policy. Roughly speaking, this will 
amount to 9 per cent of the first premium.

In ref- 
erence tothis trouble El Comercio of Leona 
says that for reasons as yet unknown the 
Bank of Nicaraugua has closed its accounts 
at Riveras, Masay and Chinendiga, and will 
also shortly close its branches in Greytown 
and Matigulpa, and go into liquidation, re- 
funding to the shareholders their capital.

Lively Times in Brooklyn Over the Em- 
ployment of a Village Counselor. 

W. P. Launtz and Mortimer Millard, well- 
known attorneys of East St. Louis, were 
recently engaged by the Village Council of 
Brooklyn to look after the interes 
of the village on the river front. @ince 


the May flood there have been accretions 
from the river, which forme¢ valuable 
ground that t he village lays claim to, and to 
prevent land grabbers from obtaining pos- 
session of it legal counsel has been employed 
for the special purpose of looking 
after the acquired property. Since the 
employment of the attorneys, the Village 
Council decided to employ a special coun- 
selor for other legal work, and appointed 
Attorney Launtz to the position. This left 
Attorney Willard in sole charge of ths 
river front interests. After being 
made Village counselor, Attorney 
Launtz asked for remuneration for his ser- 
vices while associated with Mr. Millard. The 
council dented his request, and he brought 
suit for the amount he claimed was 
due him. Alexander Flannigen. an- 
other East St. Louls attorney, was 
employed by the Council to defend in the 
Launtz case, and several of the Brooklyn 
trustees resolved to make him special coun- 
selor. At a meeting of the Council 
Wednesday night, at which President 
Fred Vanderburg presided, a resolution was 
introduced to make Flannigen special coun- 
sellor in place of Launtz. Attorneys Flanni- 
gen and Launtz were both pres- 
ent. The resolution ratsed a discussion 
which is said to have ended in a free fight, 
and persons who were spectators say that a 
more ludicrous scene was never wit- 
nessed. Tables and chairs were over- 
turned, ink bottles and other missiles were 
thrown aboutthe room, and pandemonium 
reizned fora time. A number of persons 
rushed for the door and attempted 
to go ont, but were prevented 
from doing so by an obese German 
saloonkeeper, who in his excitement forgot 
that the door opened inward, and pushed so 
hard against it in his frantic at- 
tempts to get out that he 
prevented the others from making an 
exit. After the fight the meeting broke up, 
and the business was continued. Judge 
Launtz is still village counselor and the 
Flannigen resolution remains on the table. 

A distressing istate of affairs at Brooklyn, the lit- 
tle village three miles nerth of Kast St. Louis, which 
is mainly inhabited by colored peopie, is reported. 
It is said that gambling and other viees flourish there. 
The principal causes for complaint, it seems, are 
two houses, in which Saturday night dances are 
given every week. Many of the lower class 
in Brooklyn and numbers of disreputable resideats 
of the colored quarters in St. Louis are alleged to 
attend these dances regularly and to indulge in vices 
without fear of molestation. Poker, craps, wheel of 
fortune and other gambling games are said to be run 
openly in both the houses alluded to, tothe great 
annoyance and disgust of all residents there who 
lay claim to res tability. 

One of Brooklyn's citizens was in East St. Louis 
to-da to consult with Chief of Police 
Wals In regar to the prosecution 
of the offenders. Ihe Brooklyn man, who Is a Wen- 
known official of the village with a reputation 
for integrity, was advised by Chief Walsh how to 
proceed with the prosecution, and left. vowing his 
determination to wipe out gambling in Brooklyn.

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ABOLISH THE CORRUPTION FUND. 

The corrupt practices bill intreduced in 
the Legislature by Senator Cochrané of St. 
Joseph offers a valuable ally of the Aus- 
tralian ballot law for guarding the purity 
of the ballot box. 

Experience since the adoption of the 
Australian act has proved that this law 
does not cover the whole ground of legis- 
lation needed to prevent dirty work in 
elections. The use of money is the 
root of political corruption, and as 
long as the boodle fund may be raised and 
expended the venal voter has reason for 
existence and the political heeler will find 
ways to defeat the popular will by corrupt 
practices. 

This bill strikes at the corruption 
fund which has been the bane of 
American politics. By limiting the ex- 
penditures of candidates and requir- 
ing sworn statements of expenditures 
from both candidates and committees 
it throws dangers and difficulties in 
the path of the political boodler. It strikes 
at the only method by which special in- 
terests can exert'a corrupting influence on 
elections for the accomplishment of their 
selfish ends. 

Aside from the question of corruption, 
the elimination of boodle as a factor in de- 
termining elections has a strong foundation 
in justice and sound public policy through 
the fact that it would place the poor 
man and the rich man on anfequal basis. 
Nominations and elections to office would 
be removed from the market which has 
been such a source of profit to the bosses 
and their henchmen. 

The adoption of a comprehensive and 
effective corrupt practices law would be a 
great stroke for the purification of politics, 
and especially municipalgpolitics, in 
Missouri.

A GRAB CONSPIRACY. 


The extraordinary act of Minister Ste- 
vens in placing the Sandwich Islands un- 
der the protection of the United States can 
only be justified on the ground of an 
urgent request from Hawaiian authorities 
in recognized possession of governmental 
powers, based upon manifest necessity for 
the preservation of life and property. As 
a rule, before such interference can be de- 
fended as right and proper under the law 
of nations, the government asking for pro- 
tection should be an established govern- 
ment, or. if resulting from revolution it 
must be able to show that it is a de facto 
government likely to maintain itself and 
enforce its rule. The policy of the United 
States Government has been one of ex- 
treme caution, requiring proof of power 
based on popular support or acquiescence. 

But what is the situation in Hawaii? All 
the evidence is against the necessity of in- 
terference by the American Minister. No 
armed resistance had been offered to the 
revolution and there was no apparent 
danger of violence. The Government ask- 
ing the aid of the United States had just 
come into apparent power by a rev- 
olutionary stroke. There is to proof 
that it in any sense repre- 
sented either popular resistance to 
wrong or the will of the people entitled 
to rule the country. The proof is entirely 
the 
point to the fact that the support 
of the United States was desired 
to overawe the people rather than to pre- 
serve life or property. To make matters 
worse the faction seizing the government 
and asking aid of the United States was 
composed of foreign residents represent- 
ing only commercial and monopoly in- 
terests.

What assurance 
have we that we may not expect a similar 
experience in St. Louis if the authorities 
do not find a way to put the place in good 
sanitary condition, particularly with 
reference to the water supply? 

It seems to be agreed that the erection of 
atemporary plantto supply purer water 
pending the completion of the permanent 
worksts practicable and soit should be 
undertaken without delay. A penny 
spent now may save a dollar six months 
hence, to say nothing of averting pesti- 
lenes and death: Cholera may not visit 
América this year, but we have every rea- 
don to feat that it will, and ftis the duty 
of the city authorities as well as of every 
citizen to e tor the worst.

WILL INVESTIGATE UNDERGROUND WIRES, 

The underground wire question is to be in- 
vestigated after all the adverse sentiment 
displayed by the Senate. In that branch 
of the Assembly provision was made 
this morning for the inquiry and 
a committee appointed to g0 to 
St. Louls for that purpose. It came upin 
this way: Senator Newberry's resolution for 
the appointment of a committee of three to 
visit the city and inquire into the advisability 
of relocating the State Blind Asylum was 
submitted and Senator Yeater offered 
an amendment making it a committee of 
six, half of which committee is to investi- 
gate the asylum andthe other half the un- 
derground wire plans. Newberry will be 
Chairman of the Blind Asylum Committee, 
while Yeater will act in the same capacity for 
the subcommittee of three on wire legisla- 
tion. The resolution went through with 
little opposition. The joint committee was 
named as follows: Senators Yeaters, Burks, 
Stephens, Newberry, Sebree and Baskett.

O’Brien McDonough’s Racing Outfit 
for ’98—Otto Stiefel’s String—Jimmy | 
Larkin Wants Another Go With

The latest turf king to come out of the 
„golden remote wild West’’ in search of 
Eastern racing trophies is William O’Brien 
McDonough, the young California millionaire 
who recently distinguished himself by pay- 
ing $150,000 for the English stallion Ormonde, 
despite the fact that the animal is a roarer 
of the pronounced type.
